OSLO, Norway, Aug. 30—A new 


theory of the fate which befell Sal- 
omon August Andree and his two 
companions, .lost in 1897 in an at- 
tempt to reach the North Pole by 
air, indicating they had lived for 
fully two years hi their Artie camp 
before death overtook them, was 
being discussed with considerable 
interest here today. 


The theory was put forward by

after

study of the.meagre reports re- 
ceived thus far of the discovery of 
the explorers' bodies in the remains 
of. their camp on White Island, 
Fridtjof Nanseri land. 


Dr. Hoel's beliefs, expressed in 


an official report to the Norwe- 
gian government, -increased the im- 
patience of scientists and the gen- 
"eral public to learn the full story 
of the ill-starred T>oiar attempt, 
which will'-not be known until the
